Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
particular steps of measuring crushing strength. Major emphasis is being placed regarding the independent claim 1, upon the provision 
of comparison of the particle size and distribution in pre and post crushing, in combination of remaining limitations of said claim and its 
dependent ones i.e., claims 2-11.
